HE American people have now reached what they, themselves, 
would have called the millenium not so many years ago. There 
are some flaws in it, for even a nice, ripe millenium may have a 
few bad spots. Grandmother would have said they ve gone about as 


far as they can go, but these Americans have taken the millenium 
in their stride and are moving onto more and better things. Maybe 
some of them take time out from their dream world to ponder on just 
where they are headed, but a survey shows they are few. ‘That is one 


of the flaws. 


Most Americans don’t think of 
their present status in terms of 
the millenium. I've just returned 
home after five years in Europe, 
where a deep freeze means only a 
hard winter and where economics 
have formed the nasty habit of 
running backward. All this post- 
war America is new to me. If the 
Americans don't recognize what 
they’ve built as the millenium 
there are millions of Europeans 
who would if they could see it. 

Soon after my return I made a 
month’s tour of America. The im- 
pact on me has been terrific. I'm 
sill spinning around like a blue 
fly in a typhoon, 

Going Strong Despite War 
During the war I saw American 
supplies streaming across Africa; 
I rode a truck convoy through 
diapers to ape stream- 
ing Into Russia; I saw mountains 
of American things go to supply 
the invasions of Si and Italy. 
Then I .went to where 
that island country was bulging 
with it and I saw it pour into 
France and move across the con- 
tinent in inexhaustible amounts. 
Then I realized that there was a 
similar outpouring westward to 
another entire war in the Pa- 
cific. The thought of it staggered 
me. 

Now 1 return from a Europe 
suffering from economic inertia to 
find that the American people 
have more than they ever had be- 
fore. Yes, those Americans, who 
the Europeans admire, envy and 
at the same time ridicule and 
often hate, are still at it. The 
stuff is flowing off the assembly 
lines at the same prodigious rate; 
mechanized farms are producing 
food which fill stores as they 
never were filled in Europe. 

An what were these Americans 
talking about? They were irri- 
tated that they weren’t producing 
more faster. Millions were riding 
in new automobiles and millions 
more were waiting to buy them. 
They were in the process of turn- 
ing out a crop of some 400,000,000 
bushels of wheat and they would 
be able to eat only half of it. 
They already had built more new 
housing than all Europe combined 
and still every city was crowded. °

St. Louis, Charles Nagel Jr. 
Brooklyn, Richard J. Neutra 
Los Angeles, Roland A. Wank 
New York and William W. Wur- 
ster of Cambridge, Mass. 

By the end of the week, spon- 
sors said, the five semifinalists 
will have been chosen. Each will 
receive $10,000. The final winner 
will receive an additional $40,000 
and his design will be recommend- 
ed to the Department of Interior 
for adoption as the official plan 
for the riverfront development. In 
addition, the second prize winner 
will receive $20,000; third, $10,000 
and fourth and fifth each $2500. 

Designs have been submitted 
from every part of the nation and 
from Hawaii and Alaska. George 
Howe, Philadelphia and Washing- 
ton architect retained by how As- 
sociation as professional viser, 
said submissions show the great- 
est variety, ranging from the clas- 
sic to the extremely modern. He 
said they show no discernible 
trend in style. 

Members of the jury judging 
the submissions represent a wide 
range of style tendencies.

A tearful reunion of mother and 
son, who had not seen each other 
since he left home to make his 
way in America 20 years ago, took 
place in Union Station yesterday 
afternoon. , 

Mrs. Berta Keubler, 64 years old, 
arrived from Stuttgart, Germany, 
to make her home with her last 
surviving child, Adolph H. Haug, 
2012 Chippewa street. Haug’s wife 
and 13-year-old daughter, neither 
of whom had seen Mrs. Keubler 
before, were on hand to greet her. 


The meeting was made all the 
more dramatic by the fact that 
after 15 months of effort to get 
Mrs. Keubler here, and three 
months of alternate travel and 
waiting since she left her home, 
the Haug family missed meeting 
her train. While the Haugs sat 
excitedly upstairs in the Travelers’ 
Aid office, waiting for the second 
section of the New rk Central’s 
Southwestern Limited to arrive, 
Mrs. Keubler, who speaks no 
English, had arrived on the first 
section and was spending an anx- 
ious half hour in the concourse. 

After telephoning the Haug 


home and getting no response, she 
decided to wait at the train on 
which she had arrived, and it was 
there that Haug spotted his moth- 
er and rushed up to her. She 
burst into tears and buried her 
head on his shoulder. There were 
more tearful embraces when she 
met her son’s wife and daughter. 

Mrs. Keubler, a widow for many 
years, lost her other children in 
the war. Her two younger sons 
were drafted into the German 
Army; the youngest was killed on 
the Russian front and the other 
suffered wounds there from which 
he died a year later. Her only 
daughter was killed in the first 
major air raid on Hamburg. Her 
house in Stuttgart was damaged 
by bombing and fire and she lived 
in it in last year’s bitter winter 
without doors or windows. She 
did sewing and knitting to earn a 
little money to buy food and fuel. 

Mrs. Keubler is determined to 
like America, although she said 
she hadn't had a chance yet to 
form any impressions of it, except 
that food is abundant.

Bulgaria's Government “has 
shown itself wanting with respect 
to elementary principles of justice 
and the rights of man.” 

The statement, said: 

“The timing and conduct of the 
trial and its relationship to other 
repressive measures undertaken 
by Bulgarian authorities make it 
abundantly clear that the trial 
constituted but one of a series of 
measures undertaken by the Com- 
munist - dominated Fatherland 
Front government to remove from 
the Bulgarian scene all save a 
purely nominal opposition and to 
consolidate, despite its professions 
to the contrary, a _ totalitarian 
form of government.” 

The statement cited Petkov’s 
leading role in setting up the 
postwar Bulgarian Government 
and recounted the efforts the 
United States had made in the last 
three months to assure that he 
received justice. 

The State Department said Pet- 

kov's trial recalled another trial in 
Leipzig, Germany, 14 years ago, in 
which “a Bulgarian defendant 
evoked world wide admiration for 
his courageous defiance of the 
Nazi bully who participated in his 
prosecution.” 
“Today that defendant has as- 
sumed another role and it is now 
the courage of another Bulgarian 
whose steadfast opposition to 
forces of oppression has evoked 
world-wide admiration,” the state- 
ment added.

On May 9, the Dodgers 
sold first sacker Howie Schultz 
to the Phillies and soon after- 
ward optioned first baseman Ed 
Stevens to Montreal. 

The job was Robinson's, a tre- 


mendous gamble at the time but 


a most significant move in the 
Dodgers’ pennant season, The for- 
mer U.C.L.A. football player start- 
ed slowly, under back-breaking 
pressure. He went hitless in his 
first 20 at bats but soon put to- 
gether a i14-game hitting streak 
and later ran off a 21-game string, 
only one short of.the record for 


a rookie. 

Robinson’s base-running, speed 
and hitting have been important 
factors in the championship team, 


at least as important as the con- 


tribution of any other single man. 
Although there were reports of a 
player strike Robinson in 
early May, promptly quashed by 
President Ford Frick of the Na- 
tional League, Robinson has been 
widely acclaimed by other players 
and fans. He is in ‘the running 
for rookie-of-the-year. 

In and out of first place, some- 
times falling as far as fifth, the 
club struggled through May and 
June with Ralph Branca, a 21- 
year-old righthander who was to 
become their top winner, and 
Harry Taylor, a rookie from St.

Mr. Stimson Sums Up 


As a present to the people on his eightieth 
birthday, Elder Statesman Henry L. Stimson of- 
fers as shrewd a retrospect and prospectus of 
American foreign policy as has been seen in a 
very long time. - 

The best hope of avoiding a third.Wofld War, 
Mr. Stimson argues, is in making the United 
States and its friends so strong that Russia will 
become reasonable. “Before we can make friends 
with the Russians,” he writes in Foreign Affairs 
magazine, “their leaders will have to be con- 
vinced that they have nothing to gain, and every- 
thing to lose, by acting on the assumption that 
our society is dying and that our principles are 
outworn.” 

In consequence, Mri Stimson naturally favors 
the kind of intercession in European affairs that 
the Marshall plan implies. Only, he warns, his- 
tory proves that such an undertaking must be on 
a bold scale or it will fail: 

Time after time, we have tried to solve 

our foreign problems with halfway measures 
sci Sate wed batt retake 
. Only failure, and its follower, war, can 
result from such efforts at a cheap solution. 
I have served as of State in a 
time of frightened isolationism, and as Sec- 
retary of War in a time of brave and gen- 
erous action. I know the withering effect of 
limited commitments, and I know the regen- 
erative power of full action. I know, too, 
that we can afford it. 

The thing we cannot afford, above all, is con- 
fusion of purpose and internal economic dis- 
turbance, “Soviet intransigeance is based in 
very large part on the hope and beliefsthat all 
non-Commumist systems are doomed.” Failing 
to see this, Mr. Stimson points out, is Henry 
Wallace’s grand fallacy.

Already our ‘age begins to take mechanical 
wonders in stride. Now, for example, the Air 
Force announces that it sent a C-54 Skymaster— 


a huge plane from Stephensville, Newfound: - 


land, to Brise Norton, near London, under robot 
control. During the 10 hours and 15 minutes 
that it was in the air, no human hand touched 
its mechanism. Yet we read the sensational 
news rather ag though we had been expecting it. 
There was almost a touch of the commonplace 
about it—as though such machine-mastered ships 
had. been crossing salt water on schedule. 
The last war's urgengy, drove scientists and 
engineers to the opening of a m c Pan- 
-dora’s box. The greatest wonder to come forth, 
no doubt, was the release of atomic energy. It 


' eclipses such marvels as push-button aylation. 


In a way, it also eclipses our thinking. 

The implications of the new science and the 
new engineering are too vast for easy absorption. 
So, instead of struggling with them, we try to 
reduce them te the proportions of familiar, every- 
day concepts, We talk about these things as 
though they did not portend such very great 
changes after all. Or we consider them only as 
weapons of war and resolve that there must not 
be another war. 

But the mechanical minds, the robot brains 
are out of the box. They have changed things, 
and they will change them even more. They 
will themselves change and proliferate. Consider 
that this airplane flight was the result of an 
effort merely to relieve human pilots of a few 
of the more tedious details of their work. But 
as an Army spokesman said, the idea grew of 
itself—almost aimlessly. 

The men who saw the first steam-engines were 
not particularly impressed either. The first 
steamships and the first locomogives seemed a 
little amusing. -Yet steam wrought what we now 
call the Industrial Revolution—and in a rather 
short time. There's a new revolution unfolding 
And the chances 
are that it is moving much faster than the one 
which re-made the Western world a little more 
than a century ago.

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A Matter for the White House 


While the grain. and other commodity ex- 
changes temporize, the Commodity and Exchange 
Authority in Washington has renewed its demand 
that they raise margins to curb speculation and 
keep down prices. Joseph M. Mehl, head of 
CEA, wants action immediately to “mitigate some 
of the ravages of the speculative fever, and the 
chills and shakes that follow.” 

Although the exchanges have not raised the 
cash-down requirement to one third of the full 
price as Mr. Mehl demands, even the threat of 
pressure in this direction has helped. After Mr. 
Mehl made his request, corn and wheat prices 
for three successive days fell the full limit al- 
lowed for a market session. 

The grain traders evidently sense the strength 
of the public demand for steps to.curb specula- 
tion. And the smart ones among them know 
very well how effective was the action of the 
Federal Reserve in curbing speculation by sus- 
pending margin trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange. They know that if the Commodity 
and Exchange Authority does not have the au- 
thority to curb speculation now, Congréss can 
easily supply it by amending the law. 

This is a matter to which President Truman 
should apply the authority and prestige of the 
White House. There is no question at all of the 
feasibility of applying controls to basic com- 
modities like grain and livestock at the source 
of production in order to strike at the cost of 
living spiral at its base. 

Mr. Mehl evidently needs White House back- 
ing to.enforce his demand for curbs on specula- 
tive trading, and he should have it. If President 
Truman will speak out with the force which the 
oceasion demands, the exchanges will stop their 
stalling and raise margin requirements as di- 
rected,

kit into what might be termed “the fascist 


pattern,” almost invariably proclaim they 
are anti-fascist, anti-Nazi, and anti-commu- 
nist. 

Huey Long undoubtedly was right when 
he declared that if fascism comes to 
America, it will come in the guise of an 
anti-fascist movement, 

Followers of the fascist line in this edun- 
try call themselves such names as Chris- 
tian Nationalists”; they identify themselves 
as 100 per cept Americans, and. incorporate 
such words as “constitutionalism,” “Amer- 
icanism,” etc., in their titles of their or- 
ganizations, 

The pattern they follow is important, not 
the names they give themselves. The fol- 
lowing are characteristics of those who fit 
into the American fascist pattern: 


1. Racism is common to all groups, indi- 
viduals and publications following the pro- 
fascist line. In fact, it is a cornerstone of 
the movement everywhere. In this country, 
it takes the form of “white supremacy,” in 
which white people are regarded as the 
“master race.” 

2. Anti-Semitism is a common denomi- 
nator of all pro-fascist and “100 per cent 
American” groups. Anti-Catholicism some- 
times is substituted for anti-Semitism in 
predominantly Protestant areas, 


Back to Isolationiam 


3. Anti-alienism, anti-refugeeism, and 
anti-everything foreign is a major charac- 
teristic of the American fascist pattern. 
Indeed, fascism all over the world professes 
a strong “nativism.” 

4. Nationalism is always associated with 
fascism in every country. The extreme na- 
tionalist claims that his own country is 
“the master country,” just as he asserts 


that his own people are “the master race.“ 


5. Isolationism is a distinct part of the 
pro-fascist pattern. The extreme isolation- 
ists seek to isolate themselves from the 
rest of the world. They feel sélf-sufficient, 
and in the United States have taken the 
position that this country is safe behind 
the “impregnability” of two great oceans, 

6. Anti-internationalism (in the sense 
that internationalism is a voluntary asso- 
ciation of equal peoples) is also part of the 


fascist pattern. The “100 per cent Ameri- 
can” believes this country can live apart 
from the rest of the world. This anti-inter- 
nationalism includes opposition to the 
United Nations. : 

7. Red-baiting is invariably a’ part of 
fascism, which indiscriminately labels all of 
its opponents as communists and bolshe- 
viks. Communism is used as a bugaboo to 
frighten people into accepting fascism. All 
liberals and progressives, Jews, interna- 
tional bankers and foreigners are described 
as communists or “fellow travelers.” 


Bitter Against Unions 


8, Anti-labor, parti¢ularly anti-organized 
labor, is a predominant characteristic of 
fascism everywhere. Good and bad labor 
leaders, and all labor unions, are lumped 
together by the fascist-minded as “revolu- 
tionary” and “communistic.” 

9. Sympathy for other fascists is common 
among the pro-fascists. In pre-Pearl Har- 
bor days, this sympathy included a defense 
of Hitler and Mussolini as “the great bul- 
warks” against communism, Now it takes 
the shape of sympgthy and defense of the 
Franco regime in Spain and Argentina’s 
Peron Government. 

10. Anti-democracy is another of the 
great common denominators of the fascist- 


minded? “Democracy is decadent,” fascists_ 


everywhere declare, In the United States, 
the favorite theme among the pro-fascists 
is that our country is a “republic,” not a 
“democracy.” Democracy, the “antis” say, 
is “mobocracy,” the rule of the mob; a 
“republic” is the rule of the elite. 


11. The glorification of war, force and 
violence is a major belief of the extreme 
nationalists and fascist-minded. They say 
that war is the greatest creative activity 
of man, and military heroes are glorified. 
One f the pro-fascist slogans, which has 
been exploited in this country, is that “Life 
is struggle, struggle is war, war is life.” 


12, The one-party system is a distinct 
feature of the fascist pattern. In most 
fascist countries, it has meant the suppres- 
sion of all opposition parties. In the United 
States, the fascist-minded assume the po- 
sition that theirs is the only true American 
party, and that all other parties are treason- 
able and un-American. One of the prin- 
cipal slogans of fascists everywhere has 
been: “One people, one party, one state.”

Beauty in Fantasy 


THE COLLECTED TALES OF E. M. FORSTER. (Alfred 

A. Knopf, New York.) 

All 12 stories reprinted here were writ- 
ten before World War I. Originally col- 
lected in two volumes published in 1923 and 
1928, they represent, as Mr. Forster tells us 
in a short introduction, all that he has ac- 
complished “in a particular line.” They are 


-fantasies; and “fantasy,” the author says, 


“now tends to retreat, or to dig herself in, 
or to become apocalyptic out of deferenes 
to the atom.” 

Note of these stories retreats, nor is 
any apocalyptic. They do, however, dig 
themselves into the reader. As undated as 
Beauty itself, they are concerned largely 
with beauty and man’s search for it. They; 
are urbanely written, with the keen aware- 
ness of human instincts and behavior nota- 
ble in the related work of H. H. Munro 
(“Saki”), but minus the frequently galling 
touch of that author. 

Beauty, Forster implies, is far more im- 
portant as something sought than as some- 
thing overtaken and possessed, 

Fantasy “can be on in the oper in 
this book,” Forster says, “by those who 
care to catch her.” The attempt is‘ well 
worth the effort.

Now a treaty of peace may call 
for the annexation of territory, 
it may call for a period of super- 
vision and control until the enemy 
state has as fulfilled certain demands 
and has met certain conditions. 
But if it is a treaty of peace, it 
must. provide for an end to mili- 
tary occupation. The treaties 
which have been signed with Italy 
and with the satellite states are 
definite on this point. 

If and when treaties of peace 
are agreed to for Germany and 
Austria, they will have to contain 
definite stipulations for the with- 
drawal of the armies of occupa- 
tion. In some form or other, at 
some time or other, no matter 
what supervision and control are 
imposed upon, what guaranties are 
exacted from, Germany, and ex- 
changed among the Allies, these 
treaties of peace will fix a time 
when the Red Army, and of course 
the British, the French and the 
American armies also, can no 
longer, as a matter of legal right, 
remain in Central and Eastern 
Europe.

SHOWN AT CONVENTION 


New Cardiograph Gives Im- 
mediate Readings of Heart- 
beat Potentials. 


Exhibits ranging from the small- 
est of surgical instruments to 
huge laundry equipment are on 
display today at the Kiel Auditor- 
lum convention headquarters of 
the American Hospital Associa- 
tion. The exhibits will remain 
until the close of the convention 
on Thursday. 

Among the newest of medical 
equipment is the triagram cardio- 
graph. It is a mobile electro- 
cardidgraph and is designed to 
correct cardiographic machine er- 
rors and make possible immediate 
readings of heartbeat potentials. 

Edwin C. Whitehead of New 
York, exhibitor of the machine, 
said the ordinary cardiograph 
gives a single potential reading 
and is done on the basis of a pho- 
tographic process. “It is neces- 
sary,” he said, “to develop the 
film on the older type and a wait 
of about one hour is necessary 
before reading is possible.” 

The new machine, manufactured 
by Technicon Co. of New York, 
gives an immediate reading by 
inking the heart action on graph 
paper. Three markings are made 
on the graph in order td rule out 
mechanical error. 

A five-panel display, illustrating 
the critical symptoms of polio- 
myelitis, techniques of muscle ex- 
amination and a graphic review of

Similarly, charity benefit per- 
formances by pupils are allowed 
“when and where local professional 
musicians would likewise donate 
their services.“ The code also ap- 
proves: 

“Audition records for study 
purposes made in the classroom or 
in connection with contest or fes- 
tival performances by students, 
such recordings to be limited to ex- 
clusive use by the students and 
their teachers, and not offered for 
general sale or other public distri- 
bution.” 

The agreement expires July 22, 
1948.
